Bian Admits He Worked to Ai 
the McNamaras 


Union Leader Also Admits He Aided 
Union Men Accused of Acts 
of -Violence. 


Indianapolis, Ind.. December 4.— 
Frank M. Ryan, indicted president of 
the Iron Workers’ union, testified at 
the “dynamite conspiracy” trial today 
that after the arrests of the McNam- 
aras he, on advice of counsel, resisted 
the removal of evidence wanted at Los 
Angeles, where tie McNamaras were 
‘charged: with murder and dynamiting. 

“Knowing James B. McNamara was 
charged with murder in blowing up 
The Los Angeles Times building and 
that John J. McNamara, secretary of 
the union, was charged with dyna- 
miting, you ‘wére willing to prevent 
the removal of evidence wanted at 
Los Angeles?’ asked District At- 
torney C. W. Miller.

Blue Check Book Destroyed. 

The papers referred to were hun- 
dreds of letters and records afterwards 
procured by the government in con- 
nection with the indictment of the 
forty-one men now on trial. The wit- 
ness named as the attorney who took 
charge of the union’s affairs, Leo M. 
Rappaport, who had testified that, aft- 
er interviewing J. J. McNamara in jaii 
in Los Angeles, he returned to Indian- 
apolis and destroyed a small blue check 
hook.

PLANTERS SCARED 
BY SUGAR COMBINE 


Louisiana Man Tells of Al- 
leged Threats by Trust 
to Sugar Growers. 


New Orleans, December 4.—Impor- 
tant testimony relating to the methods 
employed by the American Sugar Re- 
fining company against smaller com- 
petitors and sugar planters was ad- 
duced at today’s hearing in the gov- 
ernment’s suit to dissolve the so-call- 
ed “sugar trust.” 

Some rather startling evidence was 
presented by counsel for the govern- 
ment in copies of letters alleged to 
have been exchanged by H. O. Have- 
meyer, former president of the alleged 
trust, and J. T. Witherspoon, super- 
intendent of the. company’s New Or- 
leans refinery. 

In the Witherspoon letters reference 
was made to effcrts which he had put 
forth to prevent the organization: of 
independent refining companies in 
Louisiana. In a letter written dy 
Havemeyer in Novemb#r, 1906, he in- 
timated that the federal’ government 
might be appealed to to. “interfere’ 
against the organization cf an inde- 
péndent refinery by Louisiana planters. 
Havemeyer suggested that a combina- 
tion of the planters for such a pur- 
pose wouid be in line with what Pres- 
ident Roosevelt would consider “com- 
bination in restraint of trade.” 

The proposed” combination of the 
planters was not effected and Emile 
Legendre, < retired planter, in tell- 
ing of a similar plan to organize a re- 
finery here, testified that ‘abject 
fright’ of the so-called trust was, in 
fact,.the real cause ef the failure of 
the planters to organiz. 

“If the planters had gone into such 
a deal,” testified Mr. Legendre, “it 
would have meant practically the 
blacklisting of their sugar on the lo- 
ca] exchange. 

“I mean if I were an. independent 
refiner,” he added, “the sugar trust 
would not bid 02 my sugar at the hocal 
My a eee declared that the 
“trust” had prevented three attempts 
of the Louisiana planters to organize 
a large independent refinery. 

The Havemeyer letter also contained 
the suggestion of “government inter- 
ference’ against the planters, as fol- 
lows: 

“Il have looked over the subject mat- 
ter of your communication of Novem- 
ber 27 bearing on the consolidation of 
several sugar plantations. Of course, I 
do not pretend to say what is’ possible 
under the present executive of the 
country’s interpretation, and certain 
power of administrating and controll- 
ing the law, but it seems to me that 
the action of associating the different 
planters would be strictly in dine with 
what he considers ‘combination in re- 
straint of trade,’ and no doubt govern- 
mentai interference would be taken in 
the matter.”

FOR INITIATIVE 
AND THE RECALL 


Senator Bristow Proposes Two 
Amendments to Federal 
Constitution. 


Washington, December 4.—The ini- 
tiative and the recall of judicial de- 
cisions, as amendments to the federal 
constitution, were proposed today by 
Senator Bristow in a resolution laid 
before the senate. The first Tesolu- 
tion would permit the president to 
submit to popular vote at a congres- 
sional .election any measure he as 
recommended to. congress and upon 
which no action has veen yaken for 
six months. 

The second would provide that “if 
the supreme court shall decide a law 
enacted by congress is in violation of 
the. provisions of the cvunstitution of 
the Unitited’ States, the congress at a 
regular session held’ after such de- 
cision may submi* the act to the elec- 
tors at a regular congressional elec- 
tion.” 

Under each amencacment it is pro- 
posed that*the questions submitted to 
the people must have a majority of 
the popular .vote in a majority of the 
states, as well as in a majority of the 
congressional districts of the nation. 

In a brief explanation Senator Bris- 
tow declared the amendment affect- 
ing the president would enable him to 
appeal from a dilatory or adverse con- 
gress to the people, and that a presi- 
dent could not, as an excuse for sir :- 
ing an undesirable measure, say that 
it was the best he could get from an 
unfriendly congress. 

Senator Bristow, In support of his 
amendment affecting decisions of the 
supreme court, declarea that it would 
“give to the people an opportunity to 
state whether they desrrée the law, en- 
acted by congress. and a»~roved by 
the-president, to stand as the last ex- 
pression of their will and judgment.” 

The resolutions were referred to the 
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Supporters of the Vatican Practically 
Bid Defiance to the Im- 
perial Chancellor.

Berlin, December 4.—The Jesuit ques- 
tion was raised in the reichstag today 
by the clerical leader, Dr. Peter Spahn, 
who sald the bundsrath's recent inter- 
pretation of the anti-Jesuit law of 1877 
had made more severe the provisions 
of the law, thereby affronting. 24,000,- 
000 Cathoiics tn the realm. He read a 
formal declaration of the clerical cen- 
ter party to the effect that German 
Catholics, so far as they are represent- 
ed by the clerical party in the reich- 
stag, “have no confidence that the 
needs of the Catholics in the German 
empire will receive just consideration 
from the impertal chancellor and the 
bundésrath, and will order their con- 
duct accordingly.” 

The imperial chancellor, Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg, in reply, refended 
the bundesrath’s decision as only an 
interpretation of a law 40 years old. 
This decision, in effect. holds that Ba- 
varia’s recent course in modifying the 
severity of the enforcement of the im- 


in Germany was illegal. Phe chancel- 
lor declared that the Protestants al- 
ways have bitterly opposed the Jesuits, 
who also in the past have not been 
tolerated even in certain Catholic 
countries on account of “their militant 
activity in politics; the church, and the 
schools, their international - character 
and their opposition to the growth of 
the modern’ conception of the state.” 

While 24,000,000 Catholics wanted the 
Jesuit law repealed, continued the 
chancellor, 40,000,000 Protestants want- 
ed it retained, and he warned the cen- 
trists against a renewal of the re- 
religious conflict of the seventies, 

A socialist speaker assured the cler- 
icals that his party would support any 
attempt that was made to repeal] the 
law. The two parties together have a 


' big majority in the reichstag. 


“LOST MOTION” FOUND 
IN FERTILIZER TRADE 


Washington, December 4.—‘“Lost mo- 
tion” in American foreign commerce 
is discussed'in a report being prepared 
by the bureau of foreign and domes- 
tic commerce, which cites as an exam- 
ple the fact that raw phosphate rock 
to the value of $400,000 is shipped 
each year from the United States to 
Belgium, and equal amount of 
super-phosphates, the finisheg fertil- 
izer product, !s imported annually 
from that country. The long trip 
from continent to continent is diffi- 
cult to explain, the bureau points out, 
especially when the declaration is 
made by American Consul Norton, at 
Chemnitz, that. the raw materials 
could ‘be transformed more cheaply 
here. 

Several other anomalies the 
American foreign trade are to be 
dwelt upon. The report is based’ oy 
an exhaustive investigation made by 
Consul Norton into the chemical in- 
dustry of Belgium, the Netherlands, 
Norway and Sweden.

He now 
weighs over 138 pounds and is of 
normal strength, although he eats 
much less than before the treatment. 
Professor Bergonie concluded his 
statement with the remark: “The mo- 
ment is not distant when all trouble 
of malnutrition will be cured elec- 
trically.” .

LET ON COURTHOUSE 


Bids for heating, wiring; plumbing 
and Installation of a clock system in 
the new courthouse, aggregating $102,- 
131, were accepted yesterday at the 
monthly meeting of the Fulton county 


commissioners. 

The largest contract, for the heating 
and ventilating system, went to a local 
concern, the Atlanta Steam Heating 
company, on a bid of $46,300 for a du- 
plex system which will allow the coun- 
ty to use its own boiler system or pur- 
chase the steam from the company. 

The plumbing will cost the county 
$41,400, and will be put in by the Far- 
rell Heating and Plumbing company. 

The contract for electrical wiring of 
the structure was given J. M. Clayton, 
at $12,843. At the suggestion of the 
architect, the bid of Smith-Ravel com- 
pany for $6,700 was rejected, the state- 
ment being made that this amount 
would not cover the actual cost of ma- 
terial desired. 

The E. Howard Clock company, 
which in 1879 furnished the clock fer 
the tower of the old courthouse and 
which recently repurchased the old 
clock for $800, was given the contract 
to put in a clock system by which 
timepieces will be installed in prac- 
tically every room fm the house. The 
cost will be $1,588.

“Many Improvements, Dropped for 
Lack of Funds, Could Be 
Carried Out. 


Since the great need of a bond issue 
has been shown, citizens are calling 
some of the big public 
improvements which were agitated in 
the city and were then allowed to pass 
out of sight or from further discus- 
sion Mike a myth or a dream too grand 
and beautifuj for a city which has a 
credit of $5,000,000. a 

Colonel William L. Peel, president 
of the American National bank, who 
is in favor of a bond issue, says that 
some of the money should be used in 
carrying out the extension of leading 
thoroughfares, as that kind of public 
improvements would @o more to en- 
hance real estate values than any 
other. Colonel Peel says: 

“I heartily favor the bond issue. 
One of the things most needed right 
now is the opening up of the westenmn 
part of the city. Atlanta has been 
growing to the north and the south, 
while the western part of the city 
has been ‘pocketed’ for years. Values 
in this section have not increased to 
any extent in ten or fifteen years, The 
only way to gain access to this large 
territory is to extend Alabama over 
the railroad tracks py means of a 
viaduct. This could pe easily done 
and would prove a wonderful stimulus 
to the growth of this section. Spring 
street also should be extended by a 
Viaduct to connect with Alabama 
street. The jump in values that would 
ensure cannot be estimated. 

“I am heartily in favor of the carry- 
ing out of the Bleckley plaza plan. I 
think this would prove of inestimable 
Value to the city and is just as logi- 
cal as the extension of Alabama 


- street. 


“Another thing greatly needed is a 
big public market. A public comfort 
building is still another improvement 


“greatly to be desirea, 


“All of the things I mention can be 
secured only through the issuance of 
bonds. 

“Of course some definite program 
must be mapped out before the mat- 
ter is submitted to the people.” 

There are other big improvements 
once contemplated and almost lost 
sight of, such as the viaducts at 
Pryor street and Central avenue, and 
several underpasses for the extension 
of streets.

BAZEMORE. FACES 
CONTEMPT CHARGE

Had Skippeg Bond, 


Macon, Ga., December 4.—(Special.) 
Charged with contempt through per- 
petrating a fraud on the Macon city 
court, W. L. Bazemore, a well-known 
business man, was last night sum- 
moned by a deputy sheriff to appear 
before Judge 
ing and explain why he should not 
be punished for his alleged offense. 

Mr. Bazemore went on the bond of 
a negro, Oliver Johnson, said to be 
about 27 years of age. The negro 
was charged with gaming and the 
amount of the bond was $250. Last 
Saturday the case was called and a 
negro appeared and entered a plea 
of guilt when the name of Oliver 
Johnson was called. Later it was dis- 
covered that the negro was not the 
same one that had been arrested, but 
his fine had been paid and he had 
disappeared. He was a man about 
50 years of age. 

Since the discovery was made 2 
search has failed to revéal the where- 
abouts of either of the negroes claim- 
ing to be Oliver Johnson, and the 
court in issuing the rule nisi for Mr. 
Bazemore is going on the theory that 
the original Oliver Johnson skipped his 
bond and the other negro was sub- 
stituted for him so that a fine could 
be paid rather than a forfeiture taken 
for the $250 bond.

CAPITOL SLAYER TRIES 
TO KILL HIS JAILER 


Montgomery, Ala., December 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Belief in the sanity of W. G. 
Oakley, the man who killed his step- 
father, P. A. Woods, in the office of 
the convict department at the capitol 
several weeks ago, received a severe 
shock Tuesday morning when Oakley 
made an unsuccessful attempt on the 
life of Day Jailer Cheney, just as the 
latter entered the cell in which the 
prisoner is. confined. 

Captain Cheney, accompanied by 
Judge William H. Thomas, counsel for 
Oakley, and J. Lee Walker, went to 
the cell of the prisoner late Tuesday 
morning. Just as Captain Cheney en- 
tered the cell Oakley reached down 
and picked up a heavy cast iron pot, 
which he hurled with full force at the 
head of the jailer. The heavy missile 
brushed the hair of the jailer as it 
passed 4nd narrowly missed the head 
of Judge Thomas. Striking against 
the theavy bars’ of the cage, the pot 
was broken into a hundred pieces, 

After a time Oakley was overcome 
by Mr. Walker, but the prisoner was 
still unsubdued. Raving wildly, he 
would listen to no one, and the con- 
ference had‘to be given up.

* They were Frank Risley and Robert 
‘Lee Sloan, the Roswell .teamster. who 
confessed .complicity to the deed, but 
accused Risley of the aetual murder. 
Judge Broyles told the crowded court- 
room that he did not believe Risley 
was implicated in the crime, and. that 
he undoubtedly would be freed .by a 
jury. : 

Sloan and Miss Chloe Austin, the 
young seamstress arrested with him, 
and held as a material witness, ap- 
peared in court attired in clothing 
which the teamster admitted having 
bought with part of the loot stolen 
from the slain peddler’s home. The 
woman wore a’ fur cloak and tailor- 
made suit, while Sloan was dressed in 
a complete new outfit. 

Sloan repeated the confession he had 
made to Detectives Norris, Chewning 
and Chief Lanford, declaring that he 
had gone with Risley into the old ven- 
der’s home, and that in a dispute over 
a sale of apples Risley had struck 
Franklin with a ten-pound window 
weight Risley carried under his coat. 
He also accused Risley of ransacking 
the miser’s home, and accounted for his 
own possession of part of the loot by 
saying Risley had paid him $100 of the 
stolen gold not to tell of the crime. 

Risley denied all connection with the 
murder, declaring even that he had 
never known his accuser. He furnish~ 
ed an alibi showing that he was at 
home during the time of the crime, and 
that he was not uptown at all during 
the night. 

The murder of the aged miser oc- 
curred Saturday night, November 16. 
[Franklin’s bcdy was found about noon 
the next day, a huge gash in his skull, 
and he died at the Grady hospital the 
following Wednesday. 


GEORGIAN CONFESSED 
BEFORE HIS DEATH 


Denton, Texas, December 4.—The 
death here last week of a man known 
as John Pilis, a well-known citizen 
here for thirty-five years, resulted 
in revealing today the fact that Pilis 
was really Josegh G. Addison, who 
was convicted of voluntary man- 
slaughter in Buchanan, Ga., in 1873.

DESIGN IS APPROVED 
FOR LINCOLN MEMORIAL 


Washington, December 4.—After fif- 
teen unsuccessful meetings, the Lincoin 


memorial commission tonight decMed 


at a conference im the white house to 
approve the design for a monument to 


the martyred president, submitted by! 


Henry Bacon, a New York architect. 
President Taft, chairman of the com- 
mission, presided. The president will 
send to congress tomorrow a speciai 
message transmitting the. report of the 
memorial commission and recommend- 
ing the accepted design. It will re- 
ceive the support of the commission, and 
it is believed will be accepted by con- 
gress, 

The design approved tonight is for 
a rectangular marble structure in Po- 
tomac park, 156 feet long and 84 feet 
wide, surrounded on two sides by Doric 
columns 44 feet high and 7 feet 5 
inches in diameter. In a central hall 
will stand a heroic figure of Abraham 
Lincoln surrounded by lonic columns 506 
feet in height. On one of the walls of 
this central hall on a bronze tablet wil 
be Lincoln's Gettysburg address, and 
on the opposite wall his second inau- 
gural address. The statue will be on 
the same axis as the capital and the 
Grant and Washington monuments. 
According to Mr. Bacon's plan, the me- 
morial will cost $1,775,000, and the re- 
mainder of $2,000,000 authorized by 
congress will be used in improvement 
of the site and in architects’ fees. Con- 
gress apprupriated $50,000 for the work 
preliminary to the selection of a de- 
sign, and $28,000 has been expended to 
date.

ATTITUDE OF GREECE 
DUE TO MEGALOMANIA 


Constantinople, December 4.—Specu- 
lation is rife as to the real reason for 
the failure of Greece to sign the armi- 
stice. It is generally felt that the 
mere rejection of the special Greek 
demands did not constitute a sufficient 
reason for Greece’s independent attl- 


tude. These demands were the capitu- 
lation of Janina and the surrender of 
the Turkish troops in the islands of 
Chios and Mytilene. 

In some quarters the attitude of 
Greece is ascribed to Megalomania— 
l the type of insanity where the ideas 
are exalted. 

According to another view, Turkey 
has succeeded in putting a wedge be- 
tween Greece and the Slav states, the 
friction between the Greeks and the 
Bulgarians at Saloniki being adroitly 
utilized with that object. The situa- 
tion has created an apparent split in 
the Balkan league, and has aroused 
the liveliest interest in all circles, 
and there is much curiosity respecting 
the final outcome. 

Meanwhile preparations for the con- 
clusion of peace with Bulgaria, Servia 
and Montenegro ‘are being proceeded 
' with. It has been agreed that the 
negotiations shall take place in Lon- 
don, and with good will on both sides, 
it is hoped they will be concluded in 
about eight days. With the conclusion 
of peace with the Slav states Turkey 
will be free to devote all her energies 
against Greece. 


CONDITIONS MADE 
BY THE ARMISTICE 


Sofia, Bulgaria, December 4.—The 
peace plenipotentiaries representing 
Turkey, Bulgaria, Servia and Montene- 
gro will begin their work in London 
on Friday of next week. 

The armistice signed at 8 o'clock 
last evening at the village of Baghtche 
took the revised form drafted by Dr. 
8. Daneff, speaker of the Bulgarian 
| parliament. It contains the following 
conditions: 

1, The belligerent armies shall re- 
main in the positions they at present 
occupy. 

2. The besieged Turkish fortresses 
shall not be revictualled. 

3. The revictualling of the Bul- 
garian army in the field shall be car- 
ried out by way of the Black sea and 
| Adrianople, commencing ten days after 
the signature of the armistice. 

4. The negotiations for peace shal) 
begin in London on December 13. 

It is officially announced that th: 
Greek plenipotentiaries at Baghtche 
did not definitely reject the terms of 
the armistice, but reserved their deci- 
sion for 24 hours.

TO PREVENT FLOODS 


President Says Inundation of the 
Mississippi Valley Must 
Be Stopped. , 


Washington, December 4.—When 
Senator-elect Joseph E. Ransdell, of 
Louisiana, brought his gavel down to- 
day in formally opening the ninth an- 
nual convention of the national rivers 
and harbors con@ress he faced more 
than a thousand delegates from the 
United States and Canada. 

President Taft was the first speaker 
to welcome formally the enthusiasts 
for rivers and harbors improvement. 
Following him on the program were 
the Peruvian minister, Frederic A. 
Pezet, and Colonel W. P. Anderson, 
chief engineer of the Canadian de- 
Partment of marine and fisheries. 

President Taft told the delegates 
that he, personally, was opposed to 
any scheme of improvement for the 
Mississippi river which did not con- 
template as a primary object the pre- 
vention of floods. 

He favored the expenditure by thé 
United States government and. the 
states in the Mississippi valley of be- 
tween forty and fifty million dollars 
for the Mississippi improvements. He 
said that before ali other considera- 
tions must be placed the idea of pre- 
venting floods like those of Ilast 
spring, which caused great destruc- 
tion from Ohio to New Orleans. He 
declared that his indorsement of im- 
provement would be forthcoming only 
if the work were placed in the hands 
of army engineers. So far as other 
water projects were concerned the 
president said his approval would be 
lacking unless their backers could 
show as good a case and as dire a 
necessity as could the Mississippi river 
states. 

“Well,” concluded the president, “I 
guess fifty million dollars is enough 
for one morning.” ~ 

Many of the delegates were startled 
by the president’s speech. So far as 
they knew, it was the first time he 
had recommended appropriations for 
waterway improvements contingent 
upon flood prevention. In spite of the 
fact that it apparently did not meet 
the views of scores of delegates the 
Speech was warmly applauded at sev- 
eral places. ; 

President Randell, of the congress, 
charged that railroads’ monopolized 
river terminals ang destroyed the tse 
of them after improvements had been 
made. He quoted from Colonel Goeth- 
als, in charge of the construction of the 
Panama canal, to the effect that three 
times he had seen western rivers im-

Berlin, December 4.—The entry of 
American-born wives into*the German 
diplomatic corps is forbidden from 
now on, under a ruling of Imperial 
Chancellor von Bounmann-Hollweg.

Merger Decision Made Trad- 
ers Undecided as to 
its Effects. 


New York, December 4.—Stocks 
weakened again today, and at times 
showed the effect of pronounced press- 
ure in various parts of the list. Trad- 
ers were still undecided as to the ef- 
fects of the Harriman merger de- 
cision. ‘ 

Apprehensions on this score were due 
largely to the possible effect of the 
court’s attitude upon a large class of 
corporations which might come within 
the scope of this interpretations of the 
Sherman law. Shares of the United 
States Steel corporation, whose disso- 
lution the government seeks, were of- 
féred more freely than for some time; 
the common declined 2% to 70%, the 
lowest since July. Southern Pacific 
made a show of strength at the open- 
ing, but soon lost its two-point gain. 
Losses of 1 to 4 points were scattered 
through the list of railroads and in- 
dustrials, with especial heaviness in 
the copper and steel issues and some 
of the specialties. There were indica- 
tions that a sizable short interest was 
being formed. 

Among the _ specialties, American 
Can stocks broke sharply on the de- 
claration of 1% per cent dividend on 
the preferred and of an additional % 
of 1 per cent on the accumulated back 
dividend, the explanation being given 
that a large back payment had been 
expected. Passing of the quarterly 
dividend on Union Bag, preferred, cost 
that stocks 6% points. :

- Vivid. emphasis was given to the 
wonderful progress of the gas industry 
within recent years when the entire 
lighting system in Taft hall was sud- 
denly turned off during Wednesday 
afternoon's session of the convention, 
to show stereopticon slides during an 
address, and then turned on again—-all 
controlled by pushbuttons on the wall. 

A demonstration of applause was ac- 
corded by the thousand delegates a8- 
sembled as the 3,000 candle power gas 
burners were manipulated as easily as 
if they were using electricity instead 
of gas. Taft hall is lighted by great 
colored bowls containing the gas jets 
and throwing the illumination to the 
ceiling, where it is reflected to the 
hal One year ago such a system, 
with the intricate wall pushbuttons, 
could not have been installed with an 
assurance of success. The jets are 
lighted by electric magnetos, which 
flash a spark just as the gas is turned 
on. 

A. EF. Krippner, industrial engineer 
of the Laclade Gas Light company, of 
St. Louis, was the main speaker at 
Wednesday's session, reading a paper 
on “The Possibilities of Househeating 
by Artificial Gas as a Fuel.” He illus- 
trated his address with a number of 
stereopticon slides to illustrate with 
various diagrams the advancement 
made in househeating systems. Hie 
declared his belief that artificial gas 
was steadily gaining world-wide favor 
as a method of heating, and would 
gome day supersede all competitors. 
Krippner’s Address Causes Discussion. 

Such was the interest displayed by 
the delegates in Mr. Krippner’s address 
that the entire afternoon was taken 
up with the discussion of his paper. 
Dozens of the gas men arose to ques~- 
tion him about points in house heat- 
ing and burner construction, while 
others made short talks. Among those 
who made speeches on the subject 
were A. P. Brill, of Pittsburg; George 
Barrows, of Philadelphia; William H. 
Pettes, of Newark; Lee B. Mettler, of 
Chicago: Philmer Eves, of Indianapo- 
lis: W. C. Ware, of Boston, and James 
Hanlan. of Newark. The meeting was 
presided over by Harry bD. Schall, of 
Detroit, the third vice president. 

Owing to the extended discussion of 
Mr. Krippner’s paper the other ad- 
dress <of the afternoon, that of John 
S Welch, of Philadelphia, was post- 
poned till Thursday afternoon at 2 
o'clock. Mr. Welch’s subject will be 
‘Industrial Fuel as a Revenue Pro- 
ducer and Methods for development of 
Large Consumers.”
